While on His Way to a Conference 
With the Spanish He Was 
Waylaid. 



The Cuban Sentiment Aroused to a 
Condition of Intense Ex- 
citement. 



New York, Dec. 12.— A special to the 
Evening World from Jacksonville, Fla., 
saya: " General Antonio Maceo, the 
famous Cuban leader, is really dead. 
He was treacherously murdered by 
Spaniards on December 7, while on his 
way to attend a conference to which he 
was invited by the Marquis of Ahumada, 
acting Captain-General of Cuba, while 
General Weyler was in the lield. This 
morning a letter was received by A. J. 
Juan, head of the Cuban junta, in this 
city, giving a detailed account of the as- 
sassination of General Maceo and his 
entire stall', with the exception of Dr. 
Zertucha, who was Maceo's physician. 
The letter came from a reliable source in 
Havana. 

From the letter it appears that the 
Marquis of Ahumada, who is acting as 
Captain-General of Cuba, sent a letter 
to General Maceo, inviting the Cuban 
leader to ft conference. Maceo never for 
a moment thought treachery was in- 
tended, especially by such a prominent 
Spaniard as the Marquis of Ahumada. 
Accompanied by his stall' only, he went 
to the rendezvous, little dreaming of the 
awful fate which was in store for him. 
On arriving at the trocha, the' Spanish 
soldiers there, acting under orders, 
saluted the rebel chieftain as he 
passed, but after reaching the rendez- 
vous Maceo was surprised to see inetead 
of the Marquis of Ahumada a large body 
of Spaniards who seemed to come from 
every side. The actions of the Spanish 
troops were so suspicious that Maceo felt 
that he bad been trapped and his sus- 
picions were confirmed when a peremp- 
tory order came from a mounted officer 
whose name it was subsequently learned 
was Major Cirejuda, demanding his un- 
conditional surrender. 

" Never," was the reply, and hardly 
had the words been uttered than volley 
after volley was poured into the little 
band of patriots, who, altough hemmed 
in on all sides and outnumbered almost 
one hundred to one, stuck spurs to their 
horses and with cries of "Cuba Libre" 
rode gallantly to their death. Maceo is 
reported to have fallen at the 11 rat lire 
with a bullet through his head, break- 
ing his jaw, and another bullet hit him 
in the abdomen. Both were fatal. . 

Young Francisco Gomez, boh of the 
Cuban commander-in-chief, was the 
next to fall, and in a few moments 
bloody corpses, all shot almost beyond 
recognition, so fierce and concentrated 
was the Spanish fire, was all that re- 
mained of the gallant Cubans who had 
trusted to Spanish honor. 

Only one member of the stall' escaped, 
and that was Dr. Zertucha. The letter 
then goes on to say that the corpses 
were buried on the lield and every pre- 
caution taken to keep the details of the 
horrible butchery from being made 
public. It is the opinion of many that 
this dreadfull assassination of Maceo 
will do more to force prompt action on 
the | art of the United States in regard 
to Cuba than anything else which could 
have happened. 

A despatch to the New York Junta 
says that Maceo was assassinated 
through the instrumentality of Dr. Zer- 
tucha, who led Maceo and his entire 
staff across the trocha, where they were 
met by General Ahumada, General 
Maceo and his entire staff being assassi- 
nated with machetes. f 

Madhid, Dec. 12.— The Queen regent 
to-day received in audience Senora Ciru- 
jeda, wife of Major Cirujeda, whose 
troops appear to have killed Antonio 
Maceo. Her Majesty congratulated the 
Major's wife and granted imperial pro- 
tection for the Major's eldest son, who 
accompanied Senora Cirujeda. The 
Queen also promised to pay for the boy's 
education.

Mr. Kirkpatrick's term of office expires 
at Government House, Toronto, an im- 
portant shuttle will take place, more es- 
pecially in the Quebec representation in 
the Laurier cabinet. Hon. Mr. Edgar, 
who is to be Governor of Ontario, will 
be replaced as Speaker of the House of 
Commons either by Deputy Speaker 
Brodeur, M.l\ for Rouville, or Cleophas 
Beeusoleil, M.P. for Bertbier. Hon. 
Senator l'elletier will bo appointed 
Lieutennnt-Governor of Quebec, being 
succeeded in the senate by Sir Henri 
■Toly, whose portfolio will bo taken by 
Mr. Choquette, M.P. for Montmagny.

London, Dec. 12. — The text of the 
Russian- Chinese treaty reproduced here 
from the North China Daily News, has 
aroused considerable discussion and ia 
regarded as a matter of the greatest im- 
portance. Some of the newspapers re- 
fuse to beheve it authentic as it would 
be a great victory for Russian diplomacy. 
The Spectator to-day, however, believes 
it to be exact and Bays: "No forger 
would have tried no elaborately to 
protect the pride of China, while 
securing every Russian object. 
Nothing is ceded openly, but Rus- 
sia is permitted to run a railway to 
Kirn, and is expressly authorized to 
keep all the troops she pleases, to pro- 
tect the Manchuria stations, and she is 
also to fortify Port Arthur for China. 
No glass is required to interpret phrases 
like these, which completely invest Rus- 
sia with the military control of Man- 
churia and the Liang Tung. 

Franco baa decided to abolish the 
penal establishment in New Caledonia, 
which the Australians haye long de- 
manded. The convicts will be sent to 
Madagascar instead. The first batch, 
consisting of several hundred men, is 
about to bo transferred from New Cale- 
donia to construct roads and in other 
ways to develop the island of Madagas- 
car. 

Great indignation prevails in anti- 
quarian circles at the news that a num- 
ber of Druidical remains at Dartmore 
have been destroyed, notably a stone 
avenue and several hut circles on Sher- 
berton common. It appears that rural 
council contractors broke up the ruins 
in order to utilize the pieces of stone in 
mending the roatls. 

It is announced that the pourparlers 
for a settlement of the frontier dispute 
between British Guiana and Brazil are 
expected shortly to be concluded. The 
formal negotiations commenced on the 
frontier question between Dutch Guiana 
and Lra-i! will be dealt witti at the same 
time. 

Edwin A. Abbey, the American artist, 
is one of thoEO who have been commis- 
sioned to paint the frescoes of the vacant 
spaces in the royal exchange. 

The statement made by Sir Thomas 
Sutherland, chairman of the Peninsula 
and Oriental Steam Navigation Co., to 
the stockholders of that company, that 
trade with the portof London iswanincr, 
has attracted attention and is generally 
endorsed in shipping and mercantile 
circles. London is declared to be still 
the leading port of the world, but it ia 
losing its prestige as a distributing cen- 
tre and goods are being taken direct to 
continental ports. The two chief reasons 
given are the exorbitant dock charges 
and the dcarncBH of London labor. 

The announcement that a foreign par- 
eel post will bo established in pursuance 
of the recent act of the congress of the 
United States is warmly received here, 
but there are unpleasant remarks on the 
alleged narrowness of the policy of con- 
lining the transmission of the parcels to 
American vessels. The Daily Telegraph 
claims to see in this a characteristic ex- 
ample of a narrow protectionist spirit, 
but expresses the opinion that it will be 
found difficult if not impossible in actual 
experience, to limit the post in the 
" strictly patriotic fashion its promoters 
desire." 

Sir Edward Lawson, proprietor of the 
Daily Telegraph, and a largo and dis- 
tinguished shooting party met the Prince 
of Wales t'.t Sir Edward's country house, 
Hailbarn, Beaconslield, Buckingham- 
shire, during the past three days. The 
party included Baron Russell of Kil- 
lowen, Sir Henry Irving, Sir Edwin Ar- 
nold, Sir Frank Lockwood, Mr. William 
Waldorf Astor and the Duke of Devon- 
shire.

Bunr.iN, Dec. 12.— The revelations of 
the Luctzow trial and the arrest of Baron 
von Tausche, aro having unimagined 
consequences, one of which ia that the 
whole police spy eye-tern as organized 
under von Puttkamer, will be either 
modified or abolished. The Emperor, 
sineehis return from Hanover and Buck- 
enberg, has conferred with Count Zu 
Eillenberg, Police Chief Windeihm,* 
Prince yon Hohenlohe and von Bi iber- 
stein and it iti reported that he ia in no 
way satisfied with the bold public way 
in which Prince von Hohenlohe and 
Marescliall unearthed the police es- 
pionage system. A scene between 
the Emperor and von Bieberstein at the 
new palace is reported to have been very 
animated. It iB claimed that the minis- 
ter of foreign affair tendered his resigna- 
tion, which was refused. It is certain 
that the court clique hostile to the Baron 
and Prince Hohenlohe, with Count Zu 
Eulenberg at its head, ia again in the 
ascendant. It is significant that His 
Majesty conferred with many persons on 
the recent events before he conferred 
with Prince Hohenlohe and Baron von 
Bieberstein. Yon Tausche had powerful 
and influential backers. His trial has 
been fixed for three weeks hence, and it 
is not doubted that it will develop new 
and sensational facts. 

Count Herbert Bismarck visited his 
father this week, and the next day the 
Hamburger Nachrichten came out with 
an urgent denial that the backers and 
patrons of von Tausche would be un- 
earthed and punished. 

Herr Uebel,'the Socialist leader, has 
announced that at a mass meeting next 
Tuesduy he is going to make interesting 
developments regarding the supporters 
of von Tausche. The "Socialists intend 
to move in the reiebstag to eliminate 
from the criminal code the so-called spy 
paragraph. One of the seneat.ional arti- 
cles this week appeared- in the Yor- 
waerts, the Socialist organ. It was en- 
titled "Sifcns of the Times," and in it 
the rottenness of German political life 
was exposed and compared with anti- 
reyolutioniiry times in France. 

Zu Eulenberg, Count von Waldersee 
and the Bismarcks are openly charged 
with having prompted von Tausche in 
his past doings. 

Five hundred thousand copies of the 
" Yorwaerts " were sold on Tuesday be- 
fore the editor was arrested, and the 
copies were confiscated. The S'orwaerts 
will be prosecuted for slander. 

Nearly all the German papers strong- 
ly condemn the police spy system, and, 
agree that further disclosures are im- 
minent, 

President Cleveland's proclamation 
restoring the tonnage dues has cauBed a 
great stir in government circles ; but it 
is thought here that Germany's remon- 
strance will lead to their withdrawal. 

The Kreutz Zeitung says: " As a mat- 
ter of fact we have many more grudges 
against the Americans than they have 
against us, for it is an established fact 
that German sugar p:\ys America more 
than the treaty regulations fix, This is 
not even denied by the Americans, and 
that alone would enable us to retaliate 
by some measure. If the United Slates 
loads our Bliips with extra burdens, such 
as are not imposed by European coun- 
tries, cereals, cotton, petroleum, but- 
ter, apples anil especially meats 
are all ' open to retaliatory treatment 
on our side. The Americans need ua 
more than wo need them, though we do 
not deny that they are good customers of/ 
our manufacturers, but if what is said of 
McKinley'H intentions proves true, the 
Yankees themselves will rid us of any 
remaining scruples, as MeKinley is only 
the tool of the great monopolists we may 
know what to expect." The other agra- 
rian and conservative newspapers, such 
as the Tagliche Rundschan and Deutsche 
Zeitung, print similar editorials. 

Collections have been made hero on 
behalf of the Hamburg strikers. The 
sum of 103 ,000 marks was collected in 
one day in Berlin for their use. The 
Socialists have called six huge mass 
meetings for Tuesday, in order to ex- 
press sympathy with the strikers, and 
the audiences will be addressed by So- 
cialist members ot the reichstag.

The Question of Compulsory Sabbath 
Observance Provokes an In- 
teresting Debate. 



The Local Council of Women of Victoria 
and Vancouver Island yesterday discussed 
in review the various mutters of public 
concern in which it has played u part dur- 
ing the initial year of its organization, and 
entered upon the second year of its exist- 
ence with increased confidence in itself, in 
the practical nature of its work, and in its 
power to accomplish needful reforms. Mrs. 
James Baker, the president, occupied the 
chair, and briefly addressed the large num- 
ber of ladies present at the opening, after- 
wards calling for the reports of the various 
oilicers and alliliated societies, which were 
read and adopted with many expressions of 
satisfaction. That of the treasurer showed 
a balance of $25.15 remaining to the credit 
of the council, all liabilities of the year 
having been discharged; 'while the secre- 
tary in her resume of the year's work noted 
.that three important petitions had origin 
ated with ami had been presented by tin 
council during 1800 — one urging the neces 
sity of employing a matron when fe- 
male prisoners are dealt .with at city 
police headquarters: a second askinj 
for the amendment of the Mar 
ried Woman's Property Act ; and the 
third requesting that scientific temperance 
instruction be given in the public schools 
of the province. Practical and satisfactory 
results had been achieved by these peti- 
tions, while more recently — in fact during 
the past month— the council had taken up 
the necessity for suitable provision being 
made by tiie city for the temporary care of 
insane patients pending their removal to 
Westminster for asylum treatment. The 
letter in this regard was considered by the 
Victoria hoard of aldermen less than one 
week ago, and already a communication in 
reply bad been received from Mayor Beaven 
in which he stated that a cell would be 
padded and otherwise prepared for use in 
such cases, at the city police station, other 
essentials also being provided as suggested. 

Upon the order of " election of oilicers " 
being reached, the satisfaction felt by the 
members of the Council in the direction of 
its affairs during the past year, was evi- 
denced in the re-election of Mrs. (Hon,) 
James Baker as president ; Mrs. Charles 
Hayward, as vice-president; Mrs. A. H 
Scaife, as corresponding secretary; Mrs 
Gordon Grant, as recording secretary; and 
Mrs. Win. Grant, as treasurer. Mrs. Mc 
Qnade was by ballot chosen second vice- 
president; and Mrs. Kobson third vice 
president. 

The transaction of this business and the 
adoption of a suitably worded resolution of 
condolence conveying to Mrs. Gustav Leiser 
the sympathy of the council in her great 
bereavement occupied the major portion of 
the morning session, the bulk of the reso- 
lutions presented by the council and by affi- 
liated societies being reserved for consider 
ation in the afternoon. 



FOR THE CHILDRKVS INTEREST. 

A Majority of the Resolutions Have for 
Their Object the Advancement of 
the Welfare of the Young. 

The first of these resolutions came u 
recommendation from the executive ami 
excited no opposition. It provided: 

" That whereas numbers of children of 
school age do not attend any school and arc 
not only forming vicious habits on the 
streets but are a continual menace and 
source of contamination to those children 
who do attend schools; be it therefore 
Resolved, That this. Local Council of 
Women deem it tor the public good that 
such children of school age be compelled to 
attend some school, anil that the propel 
authorities be petitioned to enforce tin 
compulsory clause of the school act." 

The next emanated in the Women's Mis 
sionary Society, was presented by Miss 
Howes, and read : 

"Whereas many little , Chinese girls in 
Victoria are virtually slaves, growing up 
without the most elementary instructioi 
either English or Chinese; resolved, that 
this Women's Council sees its way clear tc 
so deal with this palpable fact that the 
compulsory law of education shall be 
brought to bear upon the Chinese children 
as upon the linglish-speakiug race.'' 

'I'o this also there was little opposition, 
although the Hebrew Ladies' Aid Society 
suggested in amendment that if thegov- 
era men t insisted on the education of Chi- 
nese children, it be requested to furnish 
separate schools for those children. 

It was liually decided to allow the prev 
pus resolution to stand as sufficient, it inal- 
ing no distinction as to nice in urging the 
compulsory education of the young. 

Another resolution coming from the W. 
('.'!'. L*., and to which no objection was 
taken, had for its purpose the clearing 
away of tin- difficulties at present besetting 
the path of Aid. Williams' "Curfew H< 
by law, and read as follows ; 

'•' Resolved, that believing that every safe- 
guard should be thrown around our child 
ren, and realizing the demoralizing in 
II uence received by them by roaming tin 
street.- ut night; therefore we request tin 
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Legislature in give the municipality power 
to unacl a curfew by-law." 

An excellent paper on manual training 
was followed by this resolution on the same 
subject, proposed by the W. C.T.I'.: 

" Believing that it i.s of the utmost im- 
portance that while our children are re- 
ceiving the education provided by our pub- 
lic schools they should also be further pre- 
pared for their future life by a knowledge 
of some practical work; therefore be it re- 
solved that we, through our Local Council 
of Women, do memorialize the Council of 
Public Instruction, urging upon them the 
importance of introducing manual training 
into the public schools of this province." 

A number of valuable suggestions were 
offered in the discussion resulting from the 
presentation of this resolution, Mrs. Tay- 
lor being among those who heartily en- 
dorsed the proposition and she being de- 
sirous of seeing the girls taught in the 
schools sQinethlngof the elements of house- 
keeping. The resolution carried. 

Miss Cameron and Miss Robinson were 
in charge of the resolution offered by the 
Missionary society of the Centennial Meth- 
odist church, as an addition to the execu- 
tive's expression of opinion as to the use of 
tobacco t>y minors. 'Ihe original resolution 
read: " WherOas numbers of hoys under 
sixteen may be seen smoking on the public 
Streets of Victoria, he it therefore resolved 
that this Local Council of Women condemn 
the action of the city police in shutting 
their eyes to this evil, and also to the of- 
fence committed by those dealers who sell 
tobacco in any form to children under six- 
teen." 

The amendment, which prevailed, pro- 
posed to strike out all words after "Coun- 
cil of Women," and to substitute, as more

practical, the following: "Call the atten- 
tion of 1 lie proper authorities to this evil, 
and also to the fact that tobacco is sold to 
children under sixteen, and weask that the 
law be enforced." 

Somewhat similar in tenor was the next 
resolution on the list, which was adopted 
unanimously, after several ladies had de- 
plored the congregating of boys in front of 
the Tiroes office daily, many hours before 
their services were required. The resolu- 
tion read: 

" Whereas newsboy s of tender age go in 
and out of saloons and places of low re- 
pute, and district messengers are sent 
upon errands to places of which they 
should have no knowledge, bo it therefore 
resolved that, having the interests of these 
children at heart, the women of this local 
council condemn these practices, and use 
its inlluen.ee in having this state ot affairs 
remedied. " 



TIIE OBSERVANCE OF SUNDAY. 

Interesting Debate Arises on the Resolution 
Looking to the Closing ot All Busi- 
ness Establishments. 

It was the " Sabbath observance " reso- 
lution, however, that produced the 
interesting discussion of the day. 
The Women's Missionary Society 
of the Centennial .Methodist church 
were responsible for its being plac- 
ed on the agenda, and the delegates of uli ist 
association, Mrs. Chapman ana Mrs. Johns, 
presented it. 

" Whereas the desecration of the Sabbath 
has a demoralizing effect upon the com- 
munity," the resolution set forth, " and 
renders ineffective the many ell'orts put 
forth by religious and philanthropic socie- 
ties for the proper training of the youth of 
ourclty; therefore, he it resolved, "that we 
petition tlie municipal council to enact a 
by-law for closing tobacco, fruit stores and 
barber shops on Sunday, and also for the 
more efficient working of existing laws on 
Sabbath desecration." 

The mover maintained that no commun- 
ity is safe without obedience to the law, 
and thiVJ. civil law is bused upon Cod's law. 
She interpreted the law of Cod as setting 
apart Sunday as a day of rest ami religious 
meditation, and oontended that the non- 
observance of the Sabbath 
noted in Victoria had a most demoralizing 
ell'ect upon the community. 

The desirability of tin- action contem- 
plated in the resolution was immediately 
challenged by the delegates of Hie Hebrew 
Ladies' Association, chief among whom 
were Mrs. Phillips and Mrs. Hart. D was, 
they held, a departure from tie- b-ond prin- 
ciples enunciated in i he constitution of the 
Women's Council, and was in spirit and in 
effect ablow at the liberty of conscience and 
nf am. m. Why, they asked, should t 
Women's Council seek to compel one pi 
tiuii of their members and

If 
the council aimed to be non-sectariun and 
was true to its declarations of prin- 
ciple in this regard was nut. it 
just as much a violation of this 
principle to adopt such a resolution 
as it would be to adopt one in accordance 
with the Jewish faith, declaring that all 
business places should be closed on the Sa- 
turday, the seventh day of the week, and 
perhaps forbidding such meetings as this 
annual business session of the Women's 
Council on u day that to the Jewish portion 
of its members was just as much a holy day 
as the Sunday was to the alliliated Chris- 
tians? The delegates of the Hebrew Ladies 
hoped that, the sound sense of the members 
present and their appreciation of its unfair- 
ness would lead them to reject the resolu- 
tion offered by Mrs. Chapman, and to ac- 
cept instead the following amendment: 

" Whereas this association is in favor of 
giving others the same rights we claim for 
•selves in observing a Sabbath according 
;lic> dictation of their conscience, as long 
ns they do not interfere with the rights of 
others ; therefore, be it resolved, that the 
resolution introduced by Mrs. Chapman in 
regard to the closing of fruit stores, barber 
shops, etc., on Sunday, does not meet with 
our approval." 

Miss Cameron alone came to the support 
of tho opponents of the original resolution, 
ontonding that "a clean shave morally up- 
lifted a man," and therefore objecting to 
the proposed closing of the barbershops. 

Tho amendment was lost on a division, 
mil the resolution was immediately after- 
wards adopted, 

Mrs. Spain, in a short and telling speech, 
moved— tor the Ladies' Aid Society of the 
First I'rosbytoriau church— " That the Wo- 
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men's Council use every effort to secure the 
separation of the liquor business from that 
of the grocery throughout the provincd," 
the resolution' being.seconded by Mrs. Rob- 
sou. The latter stated that much misery 
was caused in British Columbia by the in- 
troduction of intemperance to the home 
through the medium of tin- grocery, and 
MissCaineron urged temperance people not 
to aid in t he perpetuation ol i he liquor I rnf- 
fic by patronizing grocers who combined 
the two businesses. I'nforttinately these 
grocers seemed to do the principal t rade, as 
I 'run 1 I he larger profits ot: liquor they col 
afford to nmka better prices on th 
objectionable portion of I lieir i stocks. 

The resolution

more stringent liquor law en forced in this 
province, and that they use their influence 
in favor of the total aooltion of the liquor 
trailic." This was proposed by Mr-. Mc- 
Gregor, seconded by Mrs. Chapman, and 
ably supported by Mrs. Jenkins, Mrs. An- 
drews, Mrs (Jordon Grant, and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Grant. In fact, it had more speakers 
in its favor than uny other resolution of 
tue day. 

Ill addition to the reports and resolu- 
tions, several interesting papers wore read 
and discussed during the day. These in- 
cluded one by Mrs. McGregor, on the work 
of the " Ladies of the Maccabees"; an- 
other from the Y.W. ('. A:, on the 
"Women's Exchange"; and u third by 
Mrs. Day, on " Heading Circles," The lat- 
ter lady explained how anil why circles had 
been formed in this city, and dealt exhaus- 
tively on the importance of good reading 
and the benefits to be derived by the child- 
ren from having good literature placed in 
their hands. A fourth and last paper had 
for its subject "The Lord's Tenth," Mrs. 
J. B. McJalliguil setting forth that the 
principles of this society were founded 
upon the direct commands of God. 

A cordial vote of thanks was tendered to 
the presiding officer for past efficient ser- 
vices, and the annual meeting came to a 
close with congratulatory addresses by 
Hon. Col. Baker, Mr. A H. Scaife and 
Mr. J. It. McKilligan— the only gentlemen 
present at the deliberations of the indies.

(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouveii, Dec. 12, — Another hold- 
up was reported to the police yesterday, 
a man having been waylaid about 11 
o'clock the previous night and compelled 
by two men to accompany them to the 
old O.P.R. shops and give up *00 he had 
on him. This occurred on Abbott street. 
The police are industriously following 
up what they believe to be a clue. The 
highwaymen who are infesting the 
neighborhood appear to be turning their 
attention to a somewhat more wholesale 
line of business. What looks very like 
an attempt to bold up the inter-urban 
car occurred last night. As the 9 o'clock 
car was coming from Westminster and 
had approached within three miles of 
the city a light between the rails was 
noticed some distance ahead by the' 
motorman. When the car had been I 
slowed it was seen that two planks had . 
been laid across the rails and a lighted 
candle placed on tiie top of them. Think- 
ing this looked like an attempt to stop 
the car for a nefarious purpose the 
motorman put on all the power lie could 
and pushed the planks to the bottom of 
the grade, where they were thrown into 
the ditch. Nothing was seen of anyone 
around, and when a detective went out 
there nothing of value as a clue was 
found. Curious to relate the car broke 
down about half a mile nearer to Van- 
couver and a special had to be sent to 
bring in the passengers. 

Kev. H. H. Gowen, K.R.G.S., of New 
"Westminster, is. to address a meeting of 
the Art, Historical and Scientific Asso- 
ciation in their rooms on Tuesday even- 
ing next, his subject being, "Florence 
the Fsf"*,and some famous Florentines." 
This will probably be the last time the 
reverend gentleman will have an oppor- 
tunity of lecturing in the province for 
some time as he loaves for his new 
chaVge at Seattle at the end of the 
month.

Duck 
shooting seeing to be the principal at- 
traction for His Lordship, and perhaps 
the investments of his father, the Mar- 
quis of Queensbury, may be also a con- 
sideration. Some of the other members 
of the family are expected out here in 
the spring. 

Another attempt by burglars to force 
an entrance into a private house during 
the. night is reported. This time Mr. A. 
C. Musgrove was disturbed by hearing 
someone trying to force the front door 
and went iown to investigate. lie 
called out asking what was the matter, 
but the would-be burglar apparently did 
not hear him, and continued cutting 
away at Uio panel, Mr. Musgrave then 
opened the door and tried to bluff the 
man he found outside by telling him if 
he did not throw up his hands lie would 
shoot. The burglar put up his hands, 
but unfortunately Musgrove had no gun 
and the burglar noticing the fact lie gave 
the intrepid householder a right-hander 
in the eve and cleared off with 
his companion, who was standing by 
the gate". The two are described as be- 
ing a short man and a tall one. 

Mr. C. A. Shaw left yesterday for 
Hope, where he will be joined in a few 
days by Mr. J. H. Brownlee, when they 
will botli commence the survey of the 
proposed V. V. <£ K. line to the Coast, 

Aid. J. J. BanDeld, chairman of the 
finance committee, is in the field as a 
candidate for mayor. This is the first 
definite announcement made in connec- 
tion with the approaching contest. Aid. 
William Brown ie spoken of, and pres- 
sure is being brought to bear upon Mr. 
William Templeton to allow his name to 
be put in nomination. Aldermanic can- 
didates are somewhat slow in announc-, 
ing themselves, the only two yet spoken 
of as possible being Mr. Alex. McKenzie, 
of the O.P.R. Store department, and T. 
F. Neelands, for Ward 2. There was a 
rumor to the effect that ex-Sergeant 
Haywood would be out as a candidate in 
Ward 2, but it lacks confirmation. 

The announcement that Hon. Mr. 
Blair will not be present at the banquet 
to be given at the Hotel Vancouver on 
Monday night has caused much disap- 
pointment here. Some of the promi- 
nent business men of the city have ex- 
pressed themselves to the effect that in 
their opinion the absence of Mr. Blair is 
to be accounted for by the fact that he 
has been advised of the indignation 
caused among all classes of the citizens 
by hia utterances in regard to railway 
proposals at the Coast, it will be re- 
membered that in a speech at Nelson 
Mr. Blair expreseed himself as favorable 
to the construction of the Crow's Nest 
pass road and threw cold water on the 
through road from the coast to Koote- 
nay. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Dec. 12.— A reply has 
been received by the Reeve of Burnaby 
municipality to his letter addressed to 
the Provincial Secretary, calling atten- 
tion to the confusion caused by the 
amendments passed at the last session 
of the house to the Municipal act, which 
have had the result of leaving some of 
the wards without voters enough to lill 
the vacancies on the district councils. 
The Provincial Secretary expresses his 
official regret that this state of things 
cannot be changed until next Bessioh, 
when an amending bill will have to be 
passed.

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Dec. 12. — Tho steamer Es- 
peranza has been chartered by an East- 
ern syndicate to go to Texada island 
with A. Raper and party, to examine 
work now under way. 

The Sunday school of the Haliburton 
street Methodist church intend to give a 
Christmas log cabin on Christmas night. 

With Recorder Bray on Monday were 
registered the following mineral elaiuiB 
from Texada island: Copper Queen, 
D. G. Williams; Daisy, W. Hailstone; 
Kid, Frank Powell; and Superior, D. C. 
Stewart. Tho parties are all Vancouver 
people. 

The Jordan coal mine is practically 
shut down for the present, all the regu- 
lar hands being laid oil'. Messrs. Knight 
and Drew have, however, taken a con- 
tract to do certain work about the mine. 

The police have located the goods 
stolen from the residence of Mr. Elijah 
Priest, Front =i.r»ot, Newcastle townsite, 
in a house on tho Indian reserve, and 
find that the man who committed the 
burglary is now serving a term in the 
provincial jail for supplying liquor to 
Indians. 

In the provincial police court yester- 
day morning, before Justice of the Peace 
J. Hilbert, J. Turnbull was charged by 
Fishery Guardian Bates with having 
taken salmon from Nanaimo harbor dur- 
ing the close season. Turnbull pleaded 
guilty, but said he was not aware of the 
law, Mr. Bates said he had no desire to 
press for a heavy penalty. Justice Hil- 
bert then imposed the lowest penalty, $5 
and costs, or in default two weeks' im- 
prisonment. 

ROSSLAND. 

(From t lie Uossland Miner.) 

The Columbia and Ontario Gold Min- | 
ing company is pusbing work on its 
property, the Pug mineral claim, near 
IVaneta. It shows two strong veins, 
which have been opened by prospecting 
shafts. It is now being opened by a 
cross-cut tunnel, which is in 25 feet, the 
whole face being in well mineralized 
quartz, though tho mam ledge is still 
some 15 or 20 feet ahead. 

A new ledge has been found on the 
Coxey. It is a north and south ledge 
and runs a little" west of the mouth of 
the crosscut tunnel started sometime 
ago by Messrs. Cook and Johnson, form- 
er owners of the property. C. J. Mc- 
Cuaig, of Montreal, recently purchased 
a two-thirds interest, and some pros- 
pecting work has been done under the 
direction of John R. Cook. The ledge 
is ten or twelve feet wide and is heavily 
mineralized, showing much iron and 
some copper. 

Capt. "Hall, superintendent of the Le 
Roi, has started a new tunnel on the 
Giant, of which he' lias general charge, 
and although it is in only four or five 
feet the face is in almost solid ore. The 
assays at the surface ran from $1 to $8 in 
gold. 

A petition to Hon. Col. Baker, minis- 
ter of mines, is being circulated by a 
number of mine owners on Christina 
lake, asking that all territory east of 
Christina lake be included in the Trail 
creek mining division and that the 
records of any claims in that section now 
recorded at Midway be transferred to 
the office at Rossland. 

Still greater improvement is reported 
in the St. Elmo tunnel now running 
through the Con. St. Elmo ground. 
What was supposed to be the foot wall 
was broken into yesterday. The ore has 
the appearance of belonging to a large 
body. 

Ciipt. Lnnneau is in from Christina 
lake, where lie is building a boat for 
traffic on the lake next summer. A 
great many mining properties were locat- 
ed along its east shore last Bummer.

turera, aa tlio reports show, have not 
been backward . in advocating what 
they believe to be their interests, 
why have the farmers not followed 
their example? If the manufacturers 
have since the establishment of the Na- 
tional Policy been fattening on tho fruits 
of the industry of tho farmers without 
giving them anything like an adequate 
return for what they have taken, why 
have not the farmers appeared before 
the Commission to denounce them and 
to ask the Government to deprive them 
of the protection they have so long en- 
joyed? Common sense and self preser- 
vation would have impelled them, if 
they really feel aggrieved and oppressed, 
to pursue such a course, and farmers, a3 
a class, are known not to be deficient in 
common sense or wanting in the instinct 
of self preservation. 

RECIPROCITY. 



The number of industries represented 
i by the men who have appeared before 
the Tariff Commission has been very 
large. They have nearly all, it is true, 
belonged to the manufacturing class but 
there is nothing that we know of to hin- 
der the farmers from going before the 
Commission to state their views on the 
tariff' and on the incidence of taxation. 
Only one farmer, as far as we have seen, 
has attended the meetings of the Com- 
mission and lie stated expressly be- 
fore he commenced to talk about 
the tariff' that he represented 
no one's opinions but his own. It ap- 
pears from this that the fanners of no 
part of Ontario have felt sufficient inter- 
est in the work of the Commission to 
delegate any one to appear before the 
Commission to speak for them. This is 
to be regretted, for Ontario is an agricul- 
tural province, and very much has been 
said and written about the unjust treat* 
ment of the farming community under 
the National Policy. 

We neglected to state that the fruit 
growers have let the Commissioners 
know how the abolition of the duty on 
fruit would affect them. They, like the 
great majority of the producers, pro- 
tested against the withdrawal of protec- 
tion from their industry. 

The wholesale grocers were the only 
representatives who complained of the 
protective policy. They stated that the 
duties on rice, syrups, sugar, dried fruits 
and some other commodities are too 
high. They are, in fact, the only men 
who found serious fault with the tariff. 
The manufacturers of soap, glass, sewer- 
pipe, blacking, leather-dressing, rubber 
cement, copper-wire, pig iron, etc., who 
eave evidence bofore the Commission 
on tho first days of the present month 
were all in kivorj of protection. The re- 
ports of the sittings of the Commission, 
though important, are rather monoto- 
nous. Almost all the delegates had the 
same story to tell, and they told it pretty 
much in the same words. The com- 
plaints of tho wholesale grocers and the 
stump speech of the volunteer farmer 
were, in fact, a welcome relief. 

It is to be hoped that the industries 
which have been oppressed or in any way 
unfairly dealt with by the National 
Policy — if there are any, such— 'will lie- 
fore the Commission concludes its labors 
put their complaints on record. It 
is oidy fair that all industries 
should be represented among those who 
state their views on the tariff before the 
Commission. The readers of the reports 
of its proceedings that appear in the 
newspapers of the East are, so far, war- 
ranted in coming to the conclusion that 
the complaints of the injustice of the 
National Policy, which they have hoard 
and read, are merely imaginary or rath- 
er theoretical, for it is only natural to 
conclude that if the policy in its opera- 
tion inflicted serious hardship or injus- 
tice on any class of producers in Ontario, 
those composing it would lose no time 
in making their grievances known to the 
Commission. 

The Commission sat for some time in 
Ontario. If the farmers of that Province 
believe that the working of the National 
Policy haa been injurious to their inter- 
ests, it must , be considered strange that 
they did not find a way of letting the 
Government, through the Commission, 
know how they have been injured and to 
what extent. As they have not com- 
plained of protection, it is not unreason- 
able to conclude tiiat they have no com- 
plaint to make, and that the politicians 
and others who have hitherto under- 
taken to speak for them, have done so sny 
without their authority. The mantifac- 



The Hon. Mr. Davies was strictly ac- 
curate in what he said relative to tho 
working of the reciprocity treaty of 1854 
in what are now the Maritime Provinces 
of the Dominion. The effects of recipro- 
city in trade in natural products with 
the United States wore then truly mar- 
vellous. The American trade gave the 
Eastern colonies of British America a 
start in the march of progress and pros- 
perity, the impetus of which was felt for 
many years after the .treaty was abro- 
gated. But the Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries had not time to tell his audience 
that it would be folly to expect similar 
results to follow a reciprocity treaty 
made this year or next year. During a 
largo part of the time in which the old 
reciprocity treaty was in force a civil 
war raged in the United States. Im- 
mense armies had to be supplied with 
the necessaries of life, and there was a 
brisk market in the United States for 
everything that the people of those colo- 
nies had to sell. The prices were high 
and the* profits made by the dealers were 
abnormally large. Would that be the 
case if a reciprocity treaty with the 
States were in existence now? Would 
there be a practically unlimited market 
in the cities of the States for the 
farm and dairy produce of Canada? 
Would the potatoes and oata and butter 
and cheeso and live stock and fish of 
Canada bo snapped up by American 
buyers, and sold in the States at a hand- 
some profit? Everyone knows that this 
would not be the case. Tho United 
States to-day produces an immense sur- 
plus of the commodities which tho Brit- 
ish Colonies then sent to the Ameri- 
can market. The United States has not 
now a million of idle men taken from the 
productive industries to feed and clothe 
at the public expense, The Americans 
would now be keen competitors 
even in the Canadian market in 
the natural products which while 
tho reciprocity treaty was in force, the 
British colonists sold at high prices in 
the American market. Tho conditions 
are so greatly changed in these days that 
no man of common sense would for a 
moment think that a reciprocitv treatv 
in 1897 could possibly produce the same 
effects on this side of the line aa did the 
reciprocity treaty of 1854. We aro as- 
suming now that the Americuns would 
next year consent to negotiate a recipro- 
city treaty, which many Americans will 
emphatically declare Is a mostunwarrant- 
ableassutnption. 1 n 1866 the Americana 
clamored for the abrogation of the treaty 
because, as they aflirined, it was too one 
sided, the Canadians getting the lion's 
share of tho advantage at their ex- 
pense. 

We are very far from saying that a re- 
ciprocity treaty in these days would bo a 
bad thing for Canada. We believe that 
a fair one would bo immensely benefic- 
ial to] both countries, but what we do 
say is that those who expect that a re- 
ciprocity treaty, if negotiated next year, 
would operate as beneficially for Canada 
as did the reciprocity treaty of 1854 
would find themselves grievously disap 
pointed. 



to utilize the recesses between the sit- 
tings of tho judicial Commission to 
hurry upon the " stump " and assail 
Protection with all the old popular plat- 
form recklessness and vigor, tho business 
community cannot but bo disquieted, 
the good faith of tho Commissioners put 
in doubt, and possibly the calm and pre- 
sumably fair-minded temper of tho Min- 
istry disturbed. Yet it is within tho 
pqvor of tho Ministers to avoid the last 
calamity. They need not permit the 
fury of an election contest to interfere 
with an open-minded consideration of tho 
tariff any more than it has been neces- 
sary for them to allow the impetus of 
past crusades against Protection to carry 
them into a position of antagonism to 
the friends of that system who have been 
appearing before them from day to day. 
It iB of the utmost importance to the 
country that at this critical time the 
men who have in their hands tho shap- 
ing of her policy should keep clear heads, 
unruflled by party passion and undom- 
inated by the philippics of the past. 

Tho Star is, no doubt.-right. If the 
Government really wants information 
from business men, if it intends to al- 
low their action in the matter of tariff 
revision to be to a greater or less extent 
modified by the information which the 
Commission acquires, they should, 
while it is pursuing itB investigations, 
say as little as possible about their trade 
policy; they should not by their speeches 
at by-elections lead discerning men to 
conclude that they are willing to wound, 
and yet afraid to Btrike, the industries of 
tho country.

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Subjects Called to Hon. Mr. Davies' 
Attention by the Board of 
Trade. 



Direct Railway to Kootenay, Sal- 
moir ami Sealing Industry and 
Other Matters Discussed. 



A number of the members of the Board 
of Trade and other prominent business 
men assembled at the Board of Trade 
.rooms yesterday forenoon under the 
presidency of Mr. T. B. Hall, to present 
to Hon. L. H. Davies, minister of marine 
and fisheries, an address upon subjects 
affecting the interests of Victoria. The 
address from the board directed atten- 
tion to the necessity for the protection of 
the provincial deep sea fisheries and the 
prevention of smuggling: recommended 
the establishment of additional salmon 
hatcheries, and asked for measures in- 
1 suring the discontinuance oi trapping 
saluun in open salt waters. It also 
asked the minister to give his support to 
the proposals set out in the memorial 
presented to Hon. Mr. Tarte at his visit, 
including the list of buoys, beacons and 
lights, on which the address said: 

"This list of beacons and buoys may 
appear at lirst sight to be a formidable 
one, but in support of it is urged the 
present insufficient supply of ordinary 
aids to navigation on our coast, tho great 
increase of shipping, and last, though 
not least, the large contributions made 
by this province to the federal ex- 
chequer. It is urgently requested that 
this very important work may be taken 
up at once and systematically continued 
on a very much larger scale than hereto- 
fore." 

The address continued: "We had 
hoped to have had the privilege of an 
interview with Hon. Mr. Blair, and trust, 
that we may hear from him in due course 
that he endorses the recommendations 
of this board upon the necessity of open- 
ing up British Columbia with railways, 
and that the two Lines recommended in 
the address will receive his hearty sup- 
support. This board has had brought 
before it a very important subject, which 
after due consideration has received its 
unanimous support. ^Ye allude to the 
provision of a residence at Esquimau for 
tne admiral of the fleet. In view of the 
large increase in the number of ships to 
hi stationed at Esquimalt and the recent 
fortifications in the neighborhood, it ap- 
pears to this board that the time has ar- 
rived to deal with this important ques- 
tion, and it is hoped that when the Do- 
minion government is applied to for as- 
sistance, as it shortly will be, the ne- 
cessary aid may not be withheld. The 
existing postal arrangements with Es- 
quimau are not satisfactory, the mails 
now being held at Victoria and the Ad- 
miral is consequently obliged to employ 
special messengers in order to obtain his 
dispatches in good time. t There is no 
telegraph nearer than Victoria, and this 
too iB exceedingly inconvenient, and 
does not meet the requirements of such 
an important naval Btation as Esqui- 
malt. It will be a small matter for the 
Dominion government to station at Es- 
quimalt a postmaster, who is niso a tele- 
graph operator, and by arranging for the 
dispatch of the admiralty mail bag 
promptly on arrival at Victoria, the seri- 
ous inconvenience complained of would 
be overcome, as it may be mentioned in- 
cidentally that if the telegraph operator 
is provided the line will Lie extended to 
Esquimalt by tho Canadian Pacific Tele- 
graph Company without delay. 

"It being felt that the improved pos- 
tal und telegraphic arrangements with 
Esquimalt are strictly federal matters, 
this board would therefore ask you to 
kindly bring them before the proper 
authorities and to use your best en- 
deavors in netting these recommenda- 
tions carried out without delay. 

This board lias a very grateful recol- 
lection of your action in the House of 
Com mons when you strongly urged that 
the Canadian Pacific Railway steam- 
ships on the China-Japan route should 
he required to call at Victoria, and ad- 
vantage is taken of this the first oppor- 
tunity which has presented itself to 
thank you personally for your good 
oflices on that occasion." 

.Attached to the report was the follow- 
ing memorial from the sealing men :• 

" The Victoria sealing industry com- 
prises 65 schooners representing 4,292 
tons, with a value of $643,800, employing 
807 whites and 903 Indians, making with 
the wives and families of those employed 
about eight thousand five hundred per- 
sona directly dependent on this industry. 
The income derived from the season's 
catch, taking the average catches and 
prices for tho past three vears, amounted 
to $750,000 annually. In 1883 the re- 
strictions imposed on pelagic sealing 
deprived us of the months of 
May and June for sealing on 
the coast, being the two best months of 
spring sealing. In the Behring sea 
we were restricted from sealing during 
the month of July ; restrictions were also 
made prohibiting our vessels using fire- 
arms and from sealing within a sixty 
mile zone around the Pribyloff islands, 
thus depriving us of one of the two best 
best months of sealing in the sea and the 
best portion of the Behring sea. These 
restrictions have become permanent and 
are a hardship upon us as leaving us in 
such a position that it is only by the 
greatest economy we- are now able to 
carry on the business without loss, to 
say nothing of the chances of our ves- 
sels being seized and being confiscated 
for being within the limits of a very 
wide zone, however unintentional. 
From information wo have received 
through American newspapers as well 
as from other sources we have reason to 
believe that tho American government 
is now endeavoring to obtain tho consent 
of the British government for further 
restrictions and it is against any further 
restrictions we would ask you "to assist 
us in protesting, for any further restric- 
tions on our industry would compel us 
to abandon tho business altogether, as 
it would be impossible for us to continue

to fit our vessels out without incurring 
certain loss and this industry of so much 
value to British Columbia, and Victoria 
in particular, would bo lost to us for- 
ever and our fleet of sealing vessels 
would be rendered useless. 
" Signed by 

" R. Seabrook, President, 
" Richard Hall, Secretary, 
" The Victoria Sealing Association." 
Hon. Mr. Davies, referring to the sub- 
jects which had been presented to his 
notice, remarked that he had already 
discussed with the sealers the questions 
affecting that industry, and hoped from 
tho information he had gained to be in 
a better position than heotherwiBe would 
have been to combat the United States 
proposals in regard to increased restric- 
tions in the Behring sea regulations. 
Though 'the present Dominion govern- 
ment might differ with their predeces- 
sors on matters of domestic policy, yet 
in all questions of foreign policy, if he 
might use the expression, they were in 
accord in protecting the national rights. 
The policy of the last government in ful- 
ly protecting the interests of Canadians 
in Behring sea would not be deviated 
from by the present administration (ap- 
plause), and for his part ho would try 
his best to have enforced the rights that 
Canadian sealers had in the open waters 
of Behing sea. 

He would frankly say that before he 
came to British Columbia he had no 
idea of the immensity of her natural re- 
sources. At the present time the eyes 
of the civilized world wore directed to 
tho great mining district of Kootenay, 
whose progress rivalled a chapter in the 
Arabian Nights. Hon. Mr. Blair was at 
present investigating this district, and 
no doubt his visit would have the effect 
of inducing the Dominion Government, 
at an early day, to develop railway com- 
munication in that part of the province. 
The coast cities were naturally desirous 
of having direct railway communication 
with Kootenay, but they must not be 
carried away unduly by this laudable 
desire to secure their share of the trade 
of that district. The C.P.R. engineers 
had reported to his Government that 
there was not a feasible route to 
tho coast for the Crow's Nest Bass 
railway and what ho would say to those 
present as practical business men, was 
that until it was ascertained beyond a 
doubt that there was a feasible line on 
which a railway could be built, they 
should not expect assistance from the 
government. 

As to the protection of deep-sea fish- 
eries and the prevention of smuggling, 
the marine and customs departments 
were jointly considering these questions, 
and the result would bo, he believed, 
the puttingonof an additional vessel by 
the government. His 1 intention had 
been to at once send up a vessel to pro- 
tect the halibut fisheries, but the cap- 
tain of the Quadra had explained that 
until January there was little fishing 
done, so that he would look into the 
matter a little further, but have the 
question Bpeedily settled. 

Turning next to the salmon hatcher- 
ies, the minister e-xpressed himself as 
not yet so thoroughly satisfied with the 
results that have followed their estab- 
lishment, as to bind himself to the desir- 
ability of building more. The hatcher- 
ies were only an experiment, and per- 
sonally, he was rather opposed to them, 
being a firm believer in the ability of 
nature's hatcheries to do the work. 
There was no evidence yet that good re- 
sults had followed the erection of hatch- 
eries. In connection with this subject 
Prof. Prince would be in British Colum- 
bia next year and spend six or eight 
weeks in the study of salmon life. 

The minister promised to give his at- 
tention to the lists of lights, beacons and 
buoys presented and gave tho assurance 
that legislation would be passed so that 
the San Pedro wreck might bo blown up 
unless tha o.vner- so n removed it. He 
was not very panguine as to 
assistance being granted to building 
an Admiralty house in Esquimalt. . In 
Halifax the Admiralty house was built 
and maintained altogether by the Im- 
perial government, and ho doubted 
whether they would accept the gift of an 
Admiralty house here. However, he 
would lay the matter before Hon. Mr. 
Laurier. He would also lay before the 
Postmaster-General, Mr. Mulock, the 
suggestions as to mail and telegraph 
facilities at Esquimalt, and urge him to 
take such steps as would can - }' them out. 

In closing, the Minister remarked that 
he need not say how impressed he was 
with the commercial advantages of Vic- 
toria, and anything he could do to make 
the harbor approaches more secure he 
would have pleasure in carrying out. 
He expressed himself as perfectly sur- 
prised at hearing since he came to 
Victoria of the enormous re- 
sources of the Yukon country, 
and he was informed that it wis 
necessary to render assistance to give 
communication to the Yukon through 
British territory. It was altogether a 
new subject to him as he had until the 
day before, heard nothing of it. 

Lieut. -Col. Prior, M.P., in referemjiv 
to the Minister's remarks about the 
Yukon, informed him that he would find 
futl particulars as to the Yukon country 
in the possession of the deputy minister 
at Ottawa, including reports from en- 
gineers and by Capt. \\ illiam Moore, as 
to tfie different routes. He assured Hon. 
Mr. Davies that although Victoria and 
all the Coast cities were exceedingly 
anxious to have direct railway communi- 
cation with Kootenay and to get reason- 
able assistance from tho government, 
full information as to the route 
would bo secured before the gov- 
ernment were asked for aid. All the 
coast cities were agreed tiiat assistance 
must be had from the Dominion and 
that the road must be built. He inform- 
ed the minister also that in regard to 
the subjects of smuggling and the fisher- 
ies, alluded to in the address, all the in- 
formation necessary toa full understand- 
ing of the subject was already in the de- 
partments at Ottawa. 

Mr. Thomas Earle, M.P., expressed 
his pleasuro at listening to what the 
minister had had to say, and was pleased 
to notice that on the greater number of 
subjects laid before him he had promis- 
ed action. In connection with the rail- 
way matter he would say it was a ques- 
tion of great moment to the country to 
take advantage of the present time to se- 
cure as quickly as possible for British 
Columbia a portion of the trade of Koo- 
tenay. During tho visit of Mr. Tarte a 
gentleman interested in one of the pro- 
posed roads had claimed that he had 
information which would sanc- 
tion the grant of money by 
the Dominion. If this were so 
so there should not ho the delay of a 
year in building the road. The people 
of British Columbia looked uoon the 
Kootenay mines as one of tho great re- 
sources of the province. The people in

the Eaat wanted a share of the trade of 
that district and the Dominion govern- 
ment were going; to assist them in get- 
ting it, anil what he believed in was that 
British Columbia should leave nothing 
undone to secure her share also. He was 
very sorry to see it stated in the press 
that Hon. Mr. Blair in a speech at lloss- 
land declared that while the Dominion 
government were desirous of assisting 
the Crow's Nest Pass railway, tho time 
was not yet ripe for the construction of 
a road to tho Coast. Such an utterance 
would not, Mr. Earle said, meet the ap- 
proval of any city of British Columbia. 
The time was ripe now to try and get for 
British Columbia the trade that pecu- 
liarly belonged to her, and the only way 
to do it was to open up communication 
with the Kootenay country. 

" If we don't," said Mr. Earle, "that 
trade will be taken from us, and we 
never will get it back." He was very 
sorry Mr. Blair was not coming to the 
Coast, as this question was peculiarly in 
his department. It was to be hoped, 
however, that Hon, Mr. Davies would 
impress it on his colleague that immedi- 
ate action was necessary for the con- 
struction of this road. In conclusion 
Mr. Earle had very much pleasure in 
moving a vote of thanks to Hon. Mr. 
Davies for being present at the meet- 
ting. 

Mr. H. D. Helmcken, M.P.P., in sec- 
onding the motion, brought to the minis- 
ter's attention the Songhees reserve, and 
expressed the hope that tho question 
would soon be settled. 

Hon. Mr. Davies, replying to Mr. Hel- 
mcken's inquiry, said be had discussed 
the subject with Premier Turner, 
and Hon Mr. Eberts, and ho would, on 
his return to Ottawa, set the ball in mo- 
tion to settle the question. In return- 
ing thanks for tho vote of thanks, the 
Minister said he did not know whether 
Mr. Blair made the statement attributed 
to him in the press, but as he (Mr. 
Davies) read the report, his colleague 
was not far astray when he said that the 
time was not yet ripe for building the 
road to the coast. He assumed that Mr. 
Blair spoke from the same reason as he 
did himself. He understood, however,' 
that there were active men who already 
have a survey out, and as soon as a 
practicable route has been found they 
would apply to the Government for aid. 
Until such a route was found, it could 
not ho expected that the Government 
should be asked for assistance.

VV0LLEY V. L0WENBERG. 

Assessment ol Damages Now Under Argu- 
ment Before the Full Court. 

Wollev v. Lowenberg, Harris it Co. was 
argued before the Full (.'our' yesterday. This 
was a motion for directions as to the mode 
of assessing the damages in the action, 
which was tor damages for negligence on 
the part of defendants as plaintiff's brokers 
in recommending to him, in October, 1890, 
;t loan of ?5, 500 for three years, upon the 
security of80 acres in the Delta district. 
The case was tried before Judge Walkem 
ami a jury in March, 1894, and upon their 
answers to questions put to them the 
learned Judge directed judgment to be en- 
tered against the defendants for the full 
amount .if the loan and the interest due. 
the defendants to take over the securities. 
That judgment was aflirmed by the 
1,- ull court here, but upon appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Canada it was held bv a 
majority that for the purposes of assessing 
damage!! against the defendants for their 
recommendation of the security, the value 
of the lands at the date of the recommend- 
ation should alone be looked at, as tne de- 
fendants were not responsible to the plain- 
till' for any deficiency in the security caused 
by depreciation in the property since that 
date. The order of the Supreme Court of 
Canada was that the case should either be 
Kent down to trial before another jury on 
the question of damages, or that there 
should a reference; or that the court 
should itself lindon the question. 

Mr. H. V. fiodwcll, for the plaintiff, sub- 
mitted that the court should itself decide the 
question upon the evidence already taken 
at the i rial, which ho maintained sufficient- 
ly covered tbe point ; Mr. Robert Cassidy, 
lor Ho- defendant, maintained that the 
evidence at the trial being directed to the 

question of the vi/lnc ai the tii f the 

falling in of the loan, and any incidentally 
referring to the value in IS1KJ, that there 
should be an opp. n't unity to cull fresh evi- 
dence .hi iln' real question involved. The 
argument was not concluded when the 
Court ad :.i:i rued till Monday.

BEIIIUNG SEA CLAIMS. 

Captain Alexander McLean Subjected to a 
Rigid Cross-Examination by the 
British Side. 

Yesterday being Saturday the Behring 
Sea Claims Commission had a short sit- 
ting, adjourning at I o'clock until to- 
morrow morning. The examination of 
Captain Alexander McLean occupied the 
entire time, und his cross-examination 
by the British counsel has not yet been 
finished. 

A good part of McLean's evidence yes- 
terday was as to the methods of seal 
hunting. In IS8C ho said San Francisco 
was the cheapest pUica for outfitting for a 
sealing cruise. It did not follow because 
there were many seal in Behring sea in 
1SS0 that a schooner would make a good 
catch as much depended on the hunters 
and it took a hunter four months to 
learn how to approach a seal o as to kill 
and secure it. Seals could scent a hun- 
ter a long way, and in escaping could 
pwim faster than a boat could go in pur- 
suit. He claimed that in 1880 provisions 
for a crew of eleven white men would 
cost $110 a month, and expressed the 
view that the list of provisions, as read 
by Hon. Mr. Dickinson from the vouch- 
ers for the Carolena supplies, was ex- 
cessive. 

Hon. Mr. Peters, for the British side, 
proceeded to put the witness through a 
stiff cross-examination. Questioned .as 
to his previous history, the witiftss 
stated he had been engaged in mackerel 
fishing off the Massachusetts coast in 
1 S7S or 1879, and had come to Victoria 
in 1881. He had been in prison 
on account of rows in Halifax 
in 1879, and three years ago in San 
Francisco also. In examination as to 
his memorandum book of his catches of 
seal in 1886, 1SS7 and 1888, witness 
Btated that the coincidence of the last 
catch in each year being on August 19 
was correct. At this point the adjourn- 
ment was taken.

London, Dec. 12.— The Radical senti- 
ment against Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
colonial secretary, for. some of his recent 
utterances, does not mitigate. Labou- 
chere and his followers seem to think 
that they have the secretary on the hip 
in connection with the Jameson raid 
revelations. The newest form of charges 
against Mr. Chamberlain is that Sir 
John AVilloughby and other officers lead- 
ing the raid on the Transvaal had Mr. 
Chamborlaip's •assurance that he 
approved the movement and would 
Buppoit it. There ia said to ex- 
ist correspondence which Sir John 
Willoughby's solicitor holds, showing 
that Jameson, Willoughby and other 
leaders of the raid had been led to be- 
Teve that Mr. Chamberlain, for the gov- 
ernment, and Sir William Vernon fiar- 
court, for the opposition, had given their 
sanction to an* attack on the Transvaal. 
It can, however, be stated with absolute 
certainty that there exists no document- 
ary proof implicating either Chamberlain 
or Ilarcourt. The evidence which is to 
be brought before a parliamentary com- 
mission consists chiefly of. letters passing 
between Sir John Willoughby, Mr. Ja- 
meson and brother officers relating to 
the interview with Chamberlain, liar- 
court and others. 

The Queen leaves Windsor Castle for 
Osborne next Friday, where Hhe will re- 
ceive a family party during the Christ- 
mas holidays. The party this year con- 
sists of the Duke and Duchess of Con- 
naught and children, Princess Louise 
and Marquis of Lome, and the Duchess 
of Albany and her children. There will 
bo no festivities of any kind at Osborne 
during the winter residence of the court. 
The Queen will return to Windsor from 
the Isle,of Wight about February 10, 
proceed to the continent during the sec- 
ond week in March and stay on the 
Riveira until the end of April. Her 
Majesty will cross the channel from 
Portsmouth to Cherbourg and proceed 
direct for Nice by special train, Prin- 
cess Beatrice will leave Osborne for the 
Riveira at the end of January. 

Prince Charles of Denmark and his 
wife, Princess Maud of Wales, are going 
to Copenhagen at the end of the coming 
week for the first, time since their wed- 
ding. The delay of Prince Charles in 
bringing his wife homo has caused a 
great deal of dissatisfaction in Denmark, 
it being stated that the princess refused 
to leave her own country. Twenty-five 
rooms have been furnished for their re- 
ception in the immense place near Co- 
penhagen belonging to their uncle, the 
king of Greece.-' 

London ia fast losing ita historic 
churches, which are torn down as the 
march of progress sweeps on. St. Mi- 
chael's, Wood street, is the latest to go. 
St. Michael's occupies the site of a far 
older church about which conflict of 
opinion still surges. Everybody knows 
the story of how the body of James IV 
of Scotland was taken from the held of 
Flodden, hidden and finally buried in 
St. Michael's church. The disturbing 
question is whether the body really was 
that of James. At any rate the build- 
ings which go up over the old site might, 
as has been suggested, rejoice in the 
name of " King o' Scots Head." 

An interesting artistic gathering was 
that of the new Vagabond Club at the 
Christinas dinner given by Lord Rob- 
erts, commander-in-chief of the forces in 
Ireland, on Wednesday. The hall was 
filled with a brilliant assemblage. Jus- 
tice Jeune presided, and among those 
present were Mrs. Humphrey Ward, 
Zangwill, Conan Doyle, Gertrude King- 
ston and George Smith. One of the 
features of the evening was the presence 
of a woman reporter av the press table.

Cornwall, Dec. 12. — (Special)— Rev. 
Father Corbett prints a letter in a local 
paper, replying to Mr. Tarte in Lo Cul- 
tivateur. He says: To be attacked by a 
man who could breathe a black insinua- 
tion of treachery against the late Arch- 
bishop Tache is a certificate of charac- 
ter for honesty, upiightness and cour- 
age which any man might well covet. 

Reports from all parts of Cornwall and 
Stormount are eminently satisfactory to 
Mr. Leitch, the Conservative candidate. 
The government is making a desperate 
effort to capture the constituency, and 
the country is overrun with paid organ- 
izers.

MOST SERIOUS DEMONSTRATION. 

The Recent Russian Students' Demonstra- 
tions of an Alarming Character. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 11. — It appears 
that the students' disturbances in con- 
nection with tho commemoration of the 
Khodinskoje plain disaster, where about 
5,000 people are believed to havo been 
killed in the panic which accompanied 
the distribution of food at a memorial 
meeting in honor of the coronation ot 
the Czar were more serious than previ- 
ously reported. Tho Cossacks had to 
charge the crowd and 150 arrests were 
made. 

The Grand Duke SergitiB, Governor of 
Moscow, is intensely unpopular, and has 
been dubbed "Duke of Khodinskoje." 
It iB believed ho will soon have to retire, 
as lie is continually the object of hostile 
manifestations and the posting of men- 
acing placards. 

A fcrci of men has been breaking 
down ore in the Jumbo for shipment. 
About 1,000 tons of ore taken out in this 
manner are now on the dump. This is 
mixed ore, some high grade and some 
low.grade, and will not bo shipped at 
preeent. When Mr. Galusha went out 
to the mine he was surprised and de- 
lighted at tho sp'endid spectacle pre- 
sented by the face of the drift. But he 
was made still happier by the discovery 
of large quantities bf Iree pfold and tell- 
urides in some of the ore.
